A major source of supply for 
heroin addicts in this area, in- 
cluding teen-age children, has 
‘been smashed with the arrest otf 
| a Negro narcotics peddier who has 
collected $270,000 from sales of 
the drug in the last six months, 
Lonnie McIntosh, agent in charge 
of the Federal Bureau of Narco- 
tics here, said today. 

The peddier, James Hurse, was 
seized Wednesday night in a raid 
on his basement apartment at 2344 
Clark avenue along with his wife, 
Mrs. Christine Hurse, and eight 
Negroes who appeared at the 
apartment seeking heroin injec- 
tions while the raiders were there. 

Special Officers Louis Schmidt, 
Harold Bloss and John Schon- 
burg. McIntosh and one of his 
agents were compelled ¢o smash 
a door of the apartment when 
the Hurses refused to open it. The 
officers, who have had the place 
under surveillance’ since last 
December. were armed with a 
search warrant. 

McIntosh said Hurse and his 
wife were frantically disposing of 
their heroin supply in a sink 
when the officers broke in. How- 
ever, the raiders recovered 32 
empty capsules containing traces 
of heroin and four which were 
filled. McIntosh said about 200 
filled capsules went down the 
sink. 

They also recovered needles and 
eye-droppers used by addicts for 
injecting heroin solution § into 
their blood stream. 

McIntosh said that Hurse had 


been selling about 500 capsules.

Irving Sachs. president and 
treasurer of Shu-Stiles _Inc..

of evading income taxes of his 
corporation. amounting to $128.- 
721. 

The grand jurors were told 
they may be required to investi- 
gate “fixes” in certain income tax 
cases here. United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore, 
who recalled the jury in a sur- 
prise move, said in his instruc- 
tions on the income tax law: 


“If prosecution has not been 
brought in cases that heve been 


investigated and prosecution rec- | 


ommended by investigating offi- 
cers, it may become a proper mat- 
ter of investigation by vou to de- 
termine why there has been no 
prosecution.” 

, Assistant United States District 
Attorney Marvin C. Hopper was 
asked if the Sachs case was one 
of those alluded to by Judge 
Moore in his instructions. He 
replied: “When you consider the 
years involved — 1942 through 
1945—and the fact that the case 
was not presented to the District 
Attorney for prosecution, that’s a 
fair and reasonable inference.” 


Details of Evasion Charge. 

The indictment against Sachs, 
who lives at 6301 Southwood 
avenue, Clayton, was returned in 
a partial report late yesterday. 
The jury resumed its work today. 

In 1942, the. indictment said, 
Sachs reported his firm's income 
at $47.735 and paid an income 
tax of $24,704 on that amount 
when actually the corporation's 
‘net income was $51,837 on which 
a tax of $27,965 was due. 

The indictment also alleges 
that in 1943 Sachs reported a net 
income for Shu-Stiles of $72,269 
‘on which a tax of $50,516 ‘was 
paid. In reality, the jury re- 
'ported, the corporation’s income 
‘was $83,375 on which the tax due 
was $60,321. 

In 1944, the indictment charged

Mr. Carroll’s Privacy 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

James J. Carroll's refusal to testify 
before the Kefauver Committee on the 
tenuous ground that his right of privacy 
would be imvaded by televising his ap- 
pearance entirely overlooks the theory 
on which the right of privacy is 
founded. 

’ The right of privacy stems from a 
person's privilege to lead a quiet se- 
cluded life, free from public gaze or 
public interference. But the right exists 
nly so long as that personal disposition 
continues. 

. If one exposes himself either volun- 
tarily or involuntarily to public seru- 
tiny, the right of privacy is abandoned. 
Voluntary surrender ef privacy occurs 
when one becomes a candidate for or 
holds a public office, or adopts any pub- 
lic career which promotes his person- 
ality or talents such as a stage or movie 
star, public lecturers and the like. 

On the other hand, one who becomes 
notorious as a law violator, or evader, 
or a defendant in a criminal trial, or a 
subject of criminal investigation for- 
feits the right involuntarily. A witness 
#ppearing under subpena in a court in 
a trial open to the public temporarily 
Jases his privacy. In such case the pub- 
lic has the right to attend the hearing 
and television, like a newspaper ac- 
count, merely enlarges the audience. 

.. Judge Hyde of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court~in Barber v. Time Maga- 
zine (348 Mo. 1199) analyzed the right 
#f privacy, and in adopting a statement 
of Justice Brandeis announced the rule 
that “the right of privacy does not 
prohibit any publication of matter 
which is of public or general interest.” 

Judge Hyde also held that: “Every- 
one will agree. that at some point the 
pubic interest in obtaining informa- 
tion becomes dominant over the indi- 
vidual's desire for privacy. Conduct, 
either good or bad, or even misfor- 
tune, may properly bring persons to 
publie attention and then they are sub- 
ject to the privileges which publish- 
ers have to satisfy the curiosity of the 

blic as to their leaders, heroes, vil- 
ins and victims.” 

Apart from the above limitations on 
the right of privacy, Judge Hyde fur- 
ther limited the right in the following 
language: 

“It is only where the intrusion has 
gone beyond the limits of decency that 
liability accrues. ‘These limits are ex- 
ceeded where intimate details of the 
life of one who has never manifested a 
desire to have publicity are exposed to 
the public, or where photographs of a 
person in an embarrassing pose are 
Feurreptitiously taken and published.” 
i‘ Even if Mr. Carroll can be classed 
‘@s a bashful citizen who has coveted 
, and enjoyed a quiet, secluded life, his 
Fight must yield to the public interest.

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Close the Breach 


Mr. Truman is in a very small minority in his 
almost offhand appraisal of the situation created 
by labor's departure from the mobilization or- 
ganization in Washington. 

The President may see nothing serious, but 
within the same day Economic Stabilizer Eric 
Jobnston, without waiting for the disrupted 
Wage Board to act, put into force his approval 
of the few “escalator” wage increases written 
into contracts before the wage freeze. The im- 
mediate purpose of this conciliatory move, which 
would apply to a selatively few workers, could 
only have been to keep a truly serious situation 
from growing rapidly worse. 

Yesterday, the Post-Dispatch critictzed the 
leaders of organized labor for pulling up stakes 
in the Office of Defense Mobilization and de- 
claring a boyeott. In a time when the survival 
of our free life is at stake, the walkout is not 
a safe tactic. We have been at war with to- 
talitarian aggression in Korea for eight months 
and in that time we have suffered 50,000 cas- 
ualties. 

Now that the break has occurred, it is up 
to the Truman Administration and particularly 
a job for Mobilization Director Charles E. Wil- 
gon to find out forthwith just how the breach 
opened and how it ean now be closed. 

There can be no question that labor had cause 
for strong complaint. The statement issued by 
Philip Murray, William Green, James B. Carey 
and the other union officers sets out the pro- 
tests in detail. Labor has not been treated as 
a partner. It has not been given an equal voice 
on manpower. Wages were frozen while price 
regulation is in such a muddle that the mer- 
chant who is so minded can do almost anything 
he wants to do. 

To these particulars must be added the pro- 
test that labor has not been able to obtain what 
it considers a fair hearing from either Mr. 
Wilson or the White House, The labor leaders 
regard Mr. Wilson as “arrogant” and determined 
to run a“™‘one-man show.” 

Just as this is no time for a walkout, it is also 
not a time for one-man domination. As we said 
yesterday, the job of defense of the free world 
is far too large for any one group. It can be 
achieved only as labor and management, Gov- 
ernment and citizen work together. 

Director Wilson may reply that the responsi- 
bility is not all his. The fact remains that 
labor has charged that he brought on the break. 
The fact remains that there is a grave impasse. 
We. cannot get on adequately with the national 
security program and the arming of our allies 
until the breach is closed. 

Mr. Wilson has tried table-pounding. It did 
not work. Now let him see what he can do by 
recognition and persuasion. 

If the labor leaders returned to their posts 
meantime, the breach could be closed. Precious 
time in the world struggle could be saved.

The seventy-fifth birthday of Pope Pius XII, 
coincident with the twelfth anniversary of his 
election to the headship of the Roman Catholic 
church, is an occasion which countless people 
will mark around the world. 

The soft-spoken, slender, scholarly Pontiff is 
a man of peace and good will, Thus, he must 
find it a personal tragedy that an occasion which 
should be a happy one is so depressed with war 
and rumors of war. 

His’ experience in diplomacy when he was Eu- 
genio Cardinal Pacelli and Papal Secretary of 
State promised to make the Vatican a force for 
peace in a world already moving close to war at 
the time of his elevation to the papal throne in 
1939. Now it is a sad fact that the papacy itself 
is a party to the struggle with the forces of evil 
centered behind the Iron Curtain. 

As a participant in this world-wide contest, the 
Vatican is inevitably denied the role of peace- 
maker which comesi to it so naturally under 
other circumstances. And so non-Catholics will 
join members of his church in wishing for Pius 
XII somehow brighter years to come than those 
in his tenure which have brought him to three 
score and fifteen.

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‘Sensational Testimony 

Carl Strandlund’s testimony about the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation was sensational, 
but as in many such cases, the sensation needs 
to be verified. And it only scratches the surface 
of what happened to Strandlund’s Lustron Corp. 

The former head of the bankrupt firm told 
Senators that one former RFC director had led 
him to hire E. Merl Young, alleged influence 
peddier. Another, he said, asked him to raise 
Young’s pay. A third, said Strandlund, made 
trouble over a rejected proposal to give Young 
a $15 cut on washing machines for Lustron 
houses, and also worked with “financial wolves” 
to ruin Lustron. i 

The first charge appears to be true, since 
Harvey Gunderson, former RFC director, ad- 
mitted urging Strandlund to hire Young. The 
second charge may be true, since Young did get 
a pay inerease. The third was flatly denied by 
another witness. As for a “plot” to wreck Lus- 
tron, the Fulbright Committee ought to bring 
this down to particulars rather than generalities. 

On the record so far, Gunderson certainly 
acted with impropriety and it would be no huge 
surprise now if other RFC officers did likewise. 
The charge of misused influence has been driven 
deep into the loan agency.

The State Department greeted Russia's accept- 
ance of the preliminary four-power conference, 
scheduled to open in Paris on Monday, with con- 
siderable suspicion. Before American participe- 
tion was announced, the British and French am- 
bassadors were called in to determine whether 
the Russian note actually constituted acceptance, 
and whether it contained “implied” conditions 
which might make a meeting “undesirable.” 

This was in rather sharp contrast with the 
attitude of the British Foreign Office which ap- 
parently saw no such conditions, and that of the 
French Government which busied itself with 
the readying of a meeting place. in view of 
the State Department's warning not to expect 
much of the conference, it seems that American 
misgivings will be carried to Paris. 

Unhappily, where the Russians are concerned, 
suspicion is inevitable. The Kremlin's record is 
such that it will take a clear change of policy 


and an extended era of fair dealing before a- 


measure of confidence replaces doubts. Still, 
these doubts can be carried too far—especially 
im connection with a plan to discuss the differ- 
ences between Moscow and the Western Powers. 

There is nothing to be lost by discussion, and 
there is always the chance that something may 
be gained. Sitting down at a conference table 
does not commit us to any proposal which may 
be made at the conference. But reluctance to 
listen puts us in a false light which can be easily 
exploited by Communist propagandists. 

It may be that some in the State Department 
fear diplomatic booby traps. But surely we and 
the British and the French have men sufficiently 
wise in the ways of statecraft to avoid such en- 
trapments. Certainly, we should not walk into a 
propagandistic booby trap by seeming any less 
willing than Moscow to discuss the issues which 
divide the world. 

Nobody should forget such peace-minded 
American proposals as the Baruch plan for the 
control of atomic energy, and what happened to 
them. But if a world-kindling war is to be 
avoided, there must come a time at which at 
least limited agreement is possible. So, it also 
needs to be remembered that the Russians have, 
on occasion, backed down—especially after such 
a display of strength as the Berlin air lift. 

Nobody can vouch for Russia’s good will, an 
attribute all too rare in dealings between na- 
tions. Nobody should try to do so. This is not 
the point. The real question is whether state- 
craft still has the vitality and the resourceful- 
ness to create conditions under which the 
powers of the world may exist not in sublime 
harmony, but at least not, at each other's 


jugulars. 
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So Many Oysters Equals a Batch 

How many oysters does it take to make a 
batch, the Rhode Island Legislature wants to 
know. It confesses itself stumped by a proposed 
bill which would penalize fishermen caught with 
undersized oysters comprising more than 5 per 
cent of a batch. We are surprised at the Rhode 
Island Legislature. . 

The best way to describe a batch of oysters is 
to work up to it gradually by beginning with a 
smidgen. A smidgen of oysters is any number 
fewer than a half-dozen. No oyster-lover would 
want to fool around with fewer than six oysters, 
which therefore constitute a smidgen. 

A few oysters would be the next step above 
a smidgen, and the nearest we can come to de- 
fining it is to say that it runs around a dozen or 
two. People who really like oysters can always 
eat a few, even if they ‘have already had some. 

Some oysters are whatever the individual’s 
taste prescribes. As to how many oysters it 
takes to constitute some, our views on that are 
similar to Heywood Broun’s classic view on 
counting drinks. “It is not fitting,” he wrote, 
“for one with vine leaves in his hair to reach 
up and count them.” : 

Finally, if you have more than some oysters, 
you have a batch. 

(Maybe the legistator who introduced that bill 
in the Rhode Island Legislature meant “catch.” 
We have no ideas whatever about how many it 
takes to make a catch.)

Memorial on the riverfront. He was wise, too, 
in asking no appropriation for the work during 
the current crisis, but only the assurance of 
action when the time becomes more suitable. 

The improvement is a luxury to be postponed 
so long as defense costs bring most Americans 
closer and closer to the austerity level of living.

Realization of the plan must wait. But it is 
good that the city is going to landscape the area 
a bit in the meantime.

The possibility that Yugoslavia might 
be attacked sometime in the spring indi- 
rectly by one or more of its neighbors— 
Albania, Bulgaria, Hungary and Rumania 
—or directly by the U.S.S.R. has brought 
various intimations from Washington that 
any such move would be resisted by the 
United States. 


Marshal Tito’s speech of Feb. 17 indi- 
cates that he is taking a bolder line, de- 
claring Yugoslavia is 
prepared to _ resist r NS > 
any aggression in (28 WZ; A 
Europe, whether di- @ aoe 
rected against his . 
own state or against ‘ > 
other nations. 

Some _ observers 
have felt that had 
the United States in 
1950 made clear its 
determination to de- 
fend South Korea 
against invasion 
from the north in- 
stead of giving the 
impression that it had divested itself 
of responsibility for its future, the Rus- 
sians would have hesitated to resort to 


force. : 
An effort is now being made to avert 


recurrence of this situation by advance 
warnings, without, at the same time, going 
to the lengths of promising Marshal Tito 
specific aid which might involve the West- 
ern nations in a major war. 

What worries Washington most is that 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Rumania—all for- 
mer Axis satellites now in the Russian 
orbit—have been rearming far in excess of 
the limits specified in the peace treaties; 
and the United States wants to place this 
issue on the agenda of the Big Four for- 
eign ministers’ conference. 

The session's agenda will be the sub- 
ject of a preparatory meeting of their 


Tito 


deputies in Paris early in March. 
Marshal Tito told Parliament on Dec. 
28 that the three nations’ armies—includ- 
ing frontier guards, militarized labor bat- 
talions and air force personnel—totaled 
660,000 men (273,500 only were permitted 
by the peace treaties). The Yugoslav army 


is estimated at 600,000 to 700,000 men. 
In lieu of bureaucratic state ownership 


which, the Yugoslavs contend, stifles free- 
dom and initiative, Tito is trying to evolve 
“higher” co-operative forms of socialism. 
(The Russian form is regarded as the 
lowest.) 

The Tito government has displayed a 
lively interest in the operation of the Brit- 
ish administrative and economic system 
which, in its opinion, represents a high 
form of mature socialism. 

The Yugoslavs are also attentively 
watching the efforts of the German Social 
Democrats to introduce the practice of 
co-determination into the coal and steel 
industries of the Ruhr. 

In contrast to the Russian Communist 
leaders, the Yugoslay Communists show 
sympathy for, and a desire to learn from, 
the experience of Western European so0- 
cialism. As a result, friendly contacts have 


developed between Britain and Yugoslavia. 
Nor do the Yugoslavs look with fear 


or hostility at the United States. The 
fundamental issue on which Tito defied 
Stalin and continues to defy him is Mos- 
cow's attempt, through Communism, to 
dominate the Yugoslav nation and to dic- 
tate its course in both domestic and for- 
eign affairs. 

As long as the Western powers scrupu- 
lously refrain from using economic aid 
or—should an emergency require it—mili- 
tary aid in order to steer Belgrade toward 
a given course or to impose on it a given 
political or economic pattern the prospects 
for increasingly friendly relations between 
Yugoslavia and the West appear decidedly 
favorable.

Lost Pioneers 


RETURN TO THE BEACH: AN AMERICAN 
by Margaret Shedd. (Deubledey, 274 pgs... 
Because it is sub-titled An American 

Novel one understands Miss Shedd’s work 
to be a story illustrating the American 
character. Death and time are two other 
dominant themes, and the ploneer spirit 
comes in for examination. But it is the 
schizophrenia that splits persons, fami- 
lies, and nations with which Miss Shedd 
is chiefly concerned. 

Her American family, the Goades, were 
pioneers who pushed ever westward and 
felt lost because the ocean put an end 
to their wanderings. Then Stephen Goad 
discovered that economic and political ad- 
venture eould be as much of a religion as 
he needed. His empty, successful life, 
and his death were finally examples to 
his son Steve and gave him some insight 
into deeper reality. But it was Paul, 
Steve’s son, back from the Pacific and 
dying of battle wounds, who most clearly 
realized that there comes a time when in- 
dividuals as well as 
families and nations, 
must stop, analyze 
and weigh § their 
values and their be- 
liefs, and then grow 
to spiritual maturity, 
or die, 

The story in the 
present is most di- 
rectly concerned 
with Paul’s death 
and its effect on the 
various- members of 
the family. Abel 
Goad, Paul's great- 
grandfather, tries to 
evoke the past for 
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Margeret Shedd 
Paul so that he can see what his family 
has been, where they have falled, and 
how he could learn from them. It is diffi- 
cult to resolve the family in Abel's talk. 


It is diffieult to know just what he is 
trying to say. Paul's own growth and 
change are not clear. 

One can say that change is not always 
clear in life. True, but in a novel it is 
necessary fgr an author to let her read- 
ers know what she is talking about. Miss 
Shedd’s synmfbolism is either so personal or 
so complicated and confused that it is not 
easy to understand her. One of the rea- 
sons for the frequent misunderstanding 
and even dislike of contemporary paint- 
ing is an over-use of personal subjective 
symbolism which only the artist can un- 
derstand.

Both were 
questioned anew last night as a 
preliminary to Lipman’'s quizzing. 

Lipman returned from Florida 
last night volumtarily in the cus- 
tody of an assistant district af- 
tornev. He was taken to a hotel 
for the night, and questioned 
there for some time. 

This morning he was brought 
to the district attorney's office 
for further questioning. 

Lipman, the district attorney | 
said, claims he was cheated. He 
was supposed to get $1100 for the | 
game in question—but got only | 
$300——and that only after much 
effort. 

According to the district attor- 
ney. Lipman first was approached 
by Gard in 1947 and asked to go 
along on “fixed games.” He 
fused.

cess of smoking. Our smoke-house is an iron barrel : 
set over the chimney of the stone fireplace out 
behind the kitchen. Here we build our fire of . - 
hickory, kindled each morning with corn cobs, well 
toward the front of the fireplace so that the smoke yo 
will be cool by the time it comes in contact with 
the meat. The method for smoking is quite simple. 
The sides of bacon come out of the brine and are 
hung up to drain, then sprinkled with red and 
black pepper. A skewer is then run horizontally 
through one end, so that the sides won't sag, and 
they are suspended from an iron rod run through 
the top of the barrel. 

Two or three days in the hickory smoke is 
enough for a mild-flavored bacon, but a longer 
time is required for shoulders and hams. The 
shoulders are given five or six days; the hams, 
if they are to be kept for some time, can be 
cool-smoked for as long as three weeks. We keep 
the fire going all day and at night stoke it up 
with green hickory wood of sufficient size to 
leave a few coals for next morning.

Alec Guinness is a suave Disraeli and renders one of the 
most brilliant film scenes in a long time in his bitingly ironic 
speech before Parliament on the subject of Britain's under- 
privileged, using the homeless “mudlark” as his example. 
Andrew Ray as the waif, a lad of 11 with a gaunt, wistful 
face and big eyes, is as appealing as could be imagined. 
Finlay Currie as the blunt and stubborn Scot attendant of 
the Queen, who likes his nip at the bottle and bickers with 
Victoria like a member of the family, supplies a fine piece of 
character comedy. 

I suppose this juxtaposing of a little derelict from the 
lowest reaches of the British Empire with the great figures 
at its head might be logically classified as hokum; but if it 
is, it is hokum of the highest order, done in rich human 
detail, with a disarming sincerity and convincing expertness. 


Guided Missiles 


There are some highly interesting views of the United 
States Navy experiments in guided missiles in “THE 
FLYING MISSILE,” at the ORPHEUM. A V-2 rocket is 
shown being launched from an aircraft carrier, and at the 

conclusion, missiles from four submarines, 
designed to break up a carrier attack from 
long range in war games. In between is 
laced’ a story about Comdr. Glenn Ford's 
determination to successfully launch such a 
missile from his submarine in spite of short- 
age of funds, red tape and a troublesome 
love affair with Viveca Lindfors, the Ad- 
miral’s secretary. The drama is a little on the starchily cor- 
rect side, as anything drawing the co-operation of the Navy 
would have to be, but in spite of that, its sincerity and ef- 
fective work by Ford, Miss Lindfors and Joe Sawyer as a 
chief on the sub, makes it fairly absorbing, and even touching 
in a few instances. ‘The film even gets human enough to show 
a little midnight requisitioning of needed materials by Ford's 
crew, while he is politicizing for all he is worth with the Ad- 
miral and his wife at the Officers’ Club. 

The co-feature, “OPERATION X,” has Edward G. Robin- 
son as one of those fabulous and mysterious international 
financiers, out to control the world by cornering all the scien- 
tific brains and a huge supply of an ore in an Oriental king- 
dom. The details are only hinted at. A young magazine 
writer (Richard Greene) exposes Eddie in an article, then ar- 
ranges to marry his daughter (Peggy Cummins) whom Eddie 
idolizes. Only she isn't his daughter, it turns out. Eddie goes 
mad, and so will you if you try to take it seriously. 


Another Animal Comedy | 
Universal-International, having produced a comedy suc- 
cess involving a talking mule in “Francis,” and another in- 
volving a giant invisible rabbit in “Harvey,” is determined to 
make the most of the animal angle and has come out with a 
movie about a clever chimpanzee in “BED- 
TIME FOR BONZO,” showing at the- FOX. 
What the producers overlooked, however, 
was that it wasn’t the presence of animals 
that made the other comedies funny; it 
was the adroit scripts. No matter how cute 
or amusing the little chimp Bonzo is, he 


can’t write clever lines, though I daresay. 


d have done any worse than the present scripters. 
So, outside of Bonzo’s educated antics, the comedy is a 
pretty dismal and woodenly contrived thing. | 
It is about a professor of psychology (Ronald Reagan) 
whose father was a criminal, and who undertakes to show, 
by raising the chimp like a baby, that environment and not 
heredity means everything. He does this so he'll be eligible 
to marry the dean's daughter, a cold intellectual cookie, who 
you know immediately was never meant for a likable guy 
like Ronnie. Diana Lynn comes into the picture as a nurse- 
maid for the chimp.

War Quickie 
First movie based on the war in Korea to hit the local screen 
is“A YANK IN KOREA,” at the SHUBERT. But it is a dubious 
honor, as it is a wretchedly made affair with all the earmarks 
of being a quickie. Lon McCallister, the only “name” in the 
east, is a young man who enlists at the start 
of the war, is rushed off to Korea, becomes a 
hero, then a scapegoat, then @ hero again. 
The formula is obvious—mix in a few news- 
reel and Army combat shots, dig a few 
holes in a studio back lot or on a rented 
ranch, set off some fireworks, have your 
action confined to a squad so it won't cost 
much, throw in some G.I. characters who are copies of the 
copies of the characters in “Battleground,” do a little trite 
moralizing, and you have your patriotic masterpiece. However, 
it's worse even than that.

Daily Rest 
Is Necessary 


For Children

ATIGUE is a common cause 

of bad behavior in little chil- 

dren. They are very active. 
Many of them run from morning 
to night, refuse to lie down and 
be still for a time or take the nap 
they require for recreation of 
their failing energy. These chil- 
dren keep going without outward 
sign of fatigue long past the time 
when they are worn out. Their 
nerves are so exhausted that they 
no longer register fatigue. But 
their behavior indicates it. 


During the afternoon playtimes 
such children get into trouble. 
They strike other children with- 
out provocation; they bite and 
kick; they take other children’s 
toys and throw them about; they 
indulge in temper tantrums; they 
cry without cause: they make 
themselves generally annoying 
until some outraged companion, 
or adult, smites them in anger.

THE BEST CURE for this is 
prevention. All little children, 
those of past two up to five years 
of age, need afternoon rest, a nap 
if possible. Those who have been 
trained to this routine seldom 
give their mothers any such 
trouble as described. They, as 
they grow older, may not sleep 
during the rest hour but they will 
lie quietly on their beds, look at 
the picture books, sing to them- 
selves, and often, go to sleep. 
Those who have not had 
training will be likely to 
others plenty of trouble.

HERE has been a very im- 
rtant bill introduced ih the 
ouse of Representatives by 

Congressman Emanuel Celler 
(Dem.), New York, chairman of 
the House Judi Committee. 
The heading on the HR 2648, 
reads, “To require the establish- 
ment of congressional districts 
composed of contiguous and com- 
pact territories in the election of 
representatives and for other pur- 


ses. 

Representative Celler says that 
the simple question before the 
House is whether its members 
should represent all the people 
fairly and equally, or allow the 
present inequalities and injustices 
to continue. He feels that each 
citizen through his Congressman 
is entitled to an effective and 
egual voice in his Government.

IT IS USUALLY the State Leg- 
islatures, rather than Congress, 
that fix the times, places and 
manner for holding elections for 
Senators and Representatives. 
But Mr. Celler maintains that the 
Constitution also provides: “That 
Congress may at any time by law 
make or alter such regulations 
except as to the. place of choosing 
Senators.” Then he cites a case 
in which the Supreme Court in 
1948 “held that it is within the 
power of Congress to set up 
standards which the State must 
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follow in enacting reapportion- 


ment legislation.” 

It would see.:1 to me, there- 
fore, that this bill will force the 
states into a position where they 
will have to remedy any inequali- 
ties that may exist within the 
State. 

The bill provides that each 
State entitled to more than one 
Representative shall establish a 
congressional district for each 
Representative, instead of simply 
electing a Congressman-at-large 
as has sometimes been done. It 
also provides that the district 
shall be composed of compact 
areas. This, of course, is de- 
signed to prevent the curious pat- 
terns that have been established 
in some States for “geo pur- 
poses and to make it impossible 
to maneuver the voters for po- 
litical ends. This practice has 
been known as gerrymandering. 

There also is a provision to 
make as fair as possible these 
divisions as to numbers of people 
voting in the different districts. 

It seems to me that it is high 
time that some such regulation 
was passed, and I hope both 
Republicans and Democrats will 
join seus to ae. it possible.

He's the guy who sells the “sizzle 
instead of the steak.”

HEN I talked to Elmer he 
W nec no idea what “sizzle” 

will come out of this his- 
toric conference, but he wasn't 
worried about getting one. 
After all, he is the guy who 
found sizzles for everything 
from diaper pins to embalming 
fluid, including gimmicks near- 
guaranteed to* keep your wife 
from buying a fur coat or to let 
you out of the house on poker 
night. No crowding, please, I'll 
come to that in just a moment. 

The success of Elmer's «sizzle, 
in a curious wav, became largely 
responsible for his dietetic down- 
fall. Whenever he goes to buy 
anything, whether it’s lunch or a 
TV set, managers who have been 
trained in his methods have a way 
of finding out that Wheeler is in 
their establishment and_ really 
turn on the steam. 

“If I don’t buy I'll ruin the 
sizzle,” Elmer says with a sigh. 
“Like when I go into a drugstore 
and order apple pie. Apple pie 
is all I want. But the guy Says, 


‘Do you want chocolate or vanilla 
ice cream on it?’ and I can’t re- 
sist.

It made him mad and, after con- 
sulting with several doctors, he 
went on the successfal diet he'll 
describe for Post-Dispatch read- 
ers in a humorous pound-by- 
pound account of his battle of the 
hulge.

T must be a pretty good diet be- 
| cause when. 1 met Elmer in his 

hotel room he was tanned, 
beaming, of almost girlish silhou- 
ette, and popping sizzles all over 
the place. He's been at the game 
so long that much of his rapid- 
fire conversation consists of 
tested selling sentences. 

Elmer, who is pug-nosed and 
47, was born in Rochester, N.Y., 
without a silver spoon in his 
mouth but with a salesman’s rosy 
disposition firmly rooted in his 
heart. His enthusiasm bubbled 
over even in high school and he 
was expelled for it. 

He was writing a column for 
the high school paper and acting 
as correspondent for a local daily. 
Being paid at space rates and 
school news being rarely plentiful 
or exciting, Elmer found it expe- 
dient to make it himself. He did 
this in a variety of ways, includ- 
ing a contest between the school’s 
blondes and brunettes to see 
which would get the most dates 
before a football game.

and Took It Off 


Sold by Own 'Sizzle,’ Elmer Wheeler Shot 
Up to 230, Reduced on His ‘Fat Boy's Diet' 
Which Starts Sunday in the Post-Dispatch 
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but the school didn’t care for what 
it deemed undignified publicity. 
Elmer transferred to a rural 
school where, he says, the prin- 
cipal was delighted to see his es- 
tablishment. put on the map of 
public print. 

After attending the universities 
of Rochester and Syracuse. Elmer 
did newspaper reporting, held 
several publicity jobs and finally 
wound up about 1927 as en adver- 
tising space salesman on the Bal- 
timore News. The paper had 
heavy local competition and some 
advertisers complained that their 
ads didn’t “pull” hard enough. So 
Elmer sold space by promising the 
customers that he’d come in their 
stores and help sell merchandise. 

His first experiment was in 
men’s shirts. Elmert went into 
a huddle with the despondent 
salesmen and came up with, “The 
buttons are anchored on—won’t 
pop off in the wringer.’ The 
women who came in to get shirts 
for hubby had never heard of 
shirts with anchored buttons but 
they were delighted. Sales 
zoomed. 

“Sometimes,” Elmer confesses, 
“we're a little ahead of the manu- 
facturers. Now on those first 
shirts the buttons weren't an- 
chored on. They cama right off 
in your hand. So we had the 
manufacturer build the stuff 
around the sizzle. That's the way 
it should be. You ought to know 
first what you build it for before 
you build it.” 

Soon Elmer’s fame spread in 
Baltimore and people started call- 
ing him “‘the word magician.” He 
sold an enormous oversupply of 
children’s moccasins (“the kind 
real Indians wear, sonny’) and 
moved a mountain of fly swatters 
that happened to be square and 
hence unsaleable simply by mak- 
ing salesmen whisper, “It gets 
‘em in the corners.” 

When more and more manufac- 
turers came to him and asked 
Elmer to cook them a sizzle, he 
moved to New York and opened 
his Tested Selling Institute and 
Word Laboratory, Inc. 

Makers of scales for public 
places were asked by Elmer to 
remove the legend, “Insert penny 
here” and substitute “Insert coin 
here.” Now they get nickels and 
dimes, as well as pennies. 

A huge over-supply of square 
clothespins that wouldn't sell, 
began going like the proverbial 
hotcakes when the clerks sizzled: 
“They won't roll when dropped.” 

Elmer found -that salesmen 
used 146 different sentences to 
sell men Barbasol shaving cream. 
Working by trial and error, he

When the war came, Elmer 
found himself a captain assigned 
to Marine recruiting. New siz- 
zles were applied. A man who 
didn't pass the physical because 
he was near-sighted would be 
smoothly advised, “You have 3-20 
vision. It’s a little below Ma- 
rine Corps standards, but maybe 
the Navy can use you.” 

Transferred to Washington, one 
of Elmer's superiors sent him out 
on a 24-hour leave to make a 
speech. Elmer has been on leave 
from the Marines ever since. He 
believes he was the first man in 
Marine Corps history who, though 
in perfect condition, was trans- 
ferred to the reserves simply be- 
cause his superiors thought he 
could do the cause more good by 
getting back into civvies and 
making speeches about the Ma- 
rine Corps before civic groups. 

As the war drew to a close and 
Elmer began on his old beat, he 
discovered that nobody wanted to 
hear about his sizzles any more. 
Why try to sell white shirts? Or 
nylons? Or cars? Merchants had

HERE is a constant conflict 
in bridge between sound bid- 
ding and strategical bidding. 
Let's look at a case where so- 
called strategy did not work pu*.

This was the bidding in a rub- 
ber game at a New York club: 
West North East South 
Pass Pass Pass iP * 
l¢ te Pass 3N.T.

Even though South's three no- 
trump bid implied possession of 
the A-Q of hearts, West decided 
that his best chance was to lead - 


that suit—and the result was that 
South was really beaten before he 
could get starfed. There was no 
possible hope of success without 
making at least one diamond trick 
(even if clubs broke), and when 
South led a low diamond, West 
went right in with the ace and ran 
his hearts, defeating the contract 
two tricks. 

It required very little analysis 
to discover that a_ six-diamond 
contract would have been ice-cold, 
and therefore North-South had 
more to mourn than their 200- 
point loss! 

The cursory view is that it was 
South's dr -ision to open with one 
club, instead of the more normal 
one-diamond bid, that caused this 
catastrophe, but that is not a 
thoroughly satisfactory conclusion, 
South chose the club bid so as to 
make it as easy as possible for his 
partner to respond, and in that 
sense his selection was not with- 
out logic. 

It was South's néxt action that 
was so questionable! With West 
bidding hearts and North finding 
the free raise of clubs, South 


should have taken warning on the 
one side and encourag@’ment on 
the other. and thus should have 
hid his diamonds as a normal and 
logical “exploration” measure. 
Perhaps North-South might even 
then have failed to reach the dia- 
mond slam, but at least they 
would Jand at a far sounder game 
contract.
